_ themselves and their child 


ren, and a place to 
meditate and’ study God. 
All 13 adults in the group 
have received new names 
from lila: A young women 
named Tawlia (pronounced 


Talia} says all the names are 
original) and derived from 
certain feelings or “‘vibra 


tions’ that lila gets when 
with the person to be 
named, 


lila himself has taken a 
vow of silence which has 
now lasted over six years. 
and it is uncertain when he 
will speak again. In the 
meantime. he uses lip 
movements and gestures to 
express himself. His rea 
‘sons for the silence are so 
that only those who-want to 
understand, will  under- 
stand. and to provide a 

dlearning experience for the 
other Philoxians by way of 
meeting curious guests and 
explaining their way of life, 
savs Ishma. another of the 
Philoxians. 

The Philoxian ideals go 
deep. and they do not try to 
persuade guests to change 


their beliefs. nor are they 
looking for disciples. They 
do. however. claim that 
through a vegetarian diet 
and a combination of herbs 
and spices along with 
natural medicines, can cure 
any sickness known to man 
Tawlia says it has been up 
to 12 vears since some of the 


philoxians have seen a 
doctor 
Last summer. hundreds

Tuesday night in Madoc. 


On February 23. the 
Ontario Legislature finally 
recessed after & 37-week 
session. Since a normal 
session usually runs around 
26 or 27 weeks, this has 
turned out to be the second 
longest session in the 
history of the provincial 
parliament, and the longest 
in recent memory. 

Delays caused by opposi- 
tion obstructionism and 
prolonged debate on some 
issues were the main reason 
for the extended session. 

Although the new session 
does not begin until April

For the past few years, 
TVO's 15 Eastern Regional 
Councillors have been work 
ing hard to gather support 


for TVO's full broadcast 


service in Belleville and 
other eastern Ontario cities 
and communities. Now only 
local schools and residents 
with cable are able to enjoy 
TVO 

Minister of Citizenship 
and Culture Bruce McCaf 
frey has indicated that 
Belleville area residents 
without cable can expect to 


receive TVOntario some 
time in 1984, ‘conditional 
upon funding’. At that 


time. TVO's full broadcast 
service could be available 


off air to ‘local residents 
through the provision of a 
rebroadcast transmitter 
funded by the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture. 

TVO is currently available 
to about 93 per cent of 
Ontario's population. The 
broadcast signal is beamed 
via Anik C3 satellite to 
medium- and low-power 
rebroadcast transmitters 
and cable systems through 
out the province

visions to Bell Canada rate 
structures were filed recent 
ly with the Canadian Radio 
television and Telecom 
munications Commission.

rates but is the result of the 
CRIC's November 1982

Vankoughnet reports 
from House 


Bill Vankoughnet. MP for 
Hastings-Frontenac-Len- 
nox and: Addington rdse-in 
the House of Commons 
recently to speak against 
the’ Federal Government's 
inost recent. income tax 
legislation, Bill C-139. 

“| believe it is in the 
interest of the Canadian 
business community for the 
government to eliminate the 
high amount of uncertainty 
that presently exists with 
regard to tax changes. The 
federal government's bud- 
get of November, 1981, was 
not an equitable document. 
While the June, 1982, 
budget did eliminate some 
of the more onerous aspects 
of that disastrous budget, 
this past October budget - 
and I refer to the Minister of 
Finance's (Mr. Lalonde) 
Economic Statement as a 
budget - has still not 
completed the task that is so 
essential in relieving the 
stress of this recession. The 
Minister of Finance has 
produced a document that 
still does not eliminate 
those provisions introduced 
by his predecessor that have 
contributed to such high 
unemployment and so many 
bankruptcies in this coun- 
try.” 

Mr. Vankoughnet went 
on to point out a particular 
situation that is creating @ 
problem in his riding. 

“Interested groups and 
individuals from my federal 
constituency of Hastings- 
Frontenac-Lennox and Ad- 
dington have contacted me 
about particular aspects) of 
the continual changes that 
have occurred in our income 
tax laws which serve to 


penalize the working man. 
it has been brought to my 
attention that, with the 
changed definition of “‘tem- 
porary employment’, con- 
struction workers who incur 
legitimate expenses travel- 
ling from their permanent 
place of residence to the 
construction site where they 
are employed are now going 
to have to pay tax on this 
‘allowance. 

All construction workers 
understand that their em- 
ployment is temporary. 
based on the duration of the 
particular construction job. 
Construction workers are 
brepared to travel to their 
work wherever it occurs. 
The decision to tax the 
allowance for room, board 
and travel because the 
construction job has lasted 
more than two years is 
unrealistic. Workers in my 
riding are fortunate to. be 
able to find employment at 
Ontario projects, such as at 
Bruce Peninsula and at 
Pickering. It is unrealistic 
for many of these workers to 
move to these sites due to 
the costs involved, allowa- 
ble deductions for moving 
expenses notwithstanding, 
and the fact that the work is 


_ temporary and the indivi-

dual can be laid off at any 
time. This is one example 
brought to my attention 
which illustrates the point 
that the Government's sta- 
ted objective of implemen- 
ting equity in the tax system

The proposal Bell has 
made results from a lengthy 
regulatory process that saw 
the CRTC deciding that 
customers can attach their 
own ‘equipment to Bell's 
lines and that the company 
should show how much it 
would charge for use of its 
lines and how much for 
renting telephones and 
other kinds of equipment. 

The effect of all this was 
to open to competition the 
market for business and 
residence telephones. 

Under the proposed 
rates, all customers would 
pay a flat fee for use of the 
network; long distance and 
other optional items, of 
course, being extra. 

Customers who continued 
to rent their sets from Bell 
would continue to get full 
maintenance coverage as 
part of the package; those 
who bought their own sets 
would make their own 
maintenance arrangements.

Of those seven criminals 
two of them had guns. sav', 
Const. Russel 

On March LS, we 
tracked two 15 or 16-year 
olds two miles through the 
bush to a barn after thes 
had broken into a place and 
stolen weapons Savs 
Const Russel 


The nose that ts responsi 


ble for the relentless track 


ing of fost children and 
criminals belongs to 4a two 
and one half vear old pure 
bred German Shepherd 
Const Russel and Thunder 
recently finished three and 
one half months of basu 
training in Mount Forest 
along with two other new 
OPP teams The other 
teams will go to Perth and 
Chatham 
In the first five weeks of 
Sept the dogs went 
through obedience training 
and the handlers also began 
forming the bond between 
human and animal. neces 
sary for effective control 
over the dog The next 
seven weeks were spent 
training the dogs for track 
ing. Const Russel says at 
the end of the seven week 
training period, Thunder 
was able to pick up the 
freshest trail of any human 
without having any clothing 
to smell first. The final two 
weeks of training was spent 
on teaching the dogs hand 
ler protection. and if neces 
sary, 10 stop armed fugi 
tives 
‘Well over 90 per cent of 
Thunder's work is done with 
;his nose. His nose is 10 to 20 
egimes more sensitive than 
ours, and his hearing is four 
times better than a human's 
and can hear a_ higher 
pitch His sense of direc 
tien is better than ours 
when zeroing in on a sound, 
and he can also pick up the 
scent of what he's tracking 
up to a quarter of a mile 
down-wind and follow that

Russel has spent 15 and 
one half vears as an OPP 
constable mostly doing 
general enforcement duties 
in’ Northwestern Ontario 
After being chosen for

searches. and’ escorts pri 
soners from Millhaven Pen 
wentra4rs 

The dog is a psychol 
ogical deferrent in high 
crime areas savs Const 
Russel 

In the near future. Const 
Russel savs. Thunder will 
be going for further training 
and will be taught to find 
drugs with the use of his 
sensitive treeas¢ 

Const. Russel says the 
OPP have had good luck 
with using German Shep 
ike because there are a 
large number of the pure 
bred clogs to choose from 
and thes develop a thick 
coat of: fur The thick fur 
protects the dog in harsh 
environments while it 1s 
trackipg 

Some of the depart 
ments in Canada have used 
Labradors and Dobermans 
but we find Shepherds to be 
the best says Const

The training program for 
police tracking dogs began 
in 1965 and one of the first 
handlers is now a sergeant 
in charge of helping hand 
iers train their dogs at 
Mount :Forest 

‘The supervisor has 
trained 60 or 70 dogs for the 
force and,he hasn't had a 
failure yet says Const 
Russel 

lt is not the age, but the 
health of the dog that will 
determine how long Thun 
der will stay in active duty 
says Const.

Guidelines for driving 
safely and efficiently 


When was the last time you had your car checked? Auto- 
mobile maintenance is essential for safe and efficient driving. 
if you're unsure as to whether your car is in tip-top-shape. 
have it checked now before the hot summer months ahead. 
The following guideline outlines key points for a complete 


auto checkup. 


1. Check tire pressures 
regularly. Keep tires inflated 
to the manufacturer's highest 
recommended level. Most 
such recommendations are 


for cold pressure, so buy a , 


good quality gauge and take 
readings before starting out. 

Become familiar with the 
difference between your 
tires’ cold and hot pressures, 
and adjust accordingly. You 
canimprove mileage one 
percent forevery two 
pounds of tire pressure 
needed to bring them up to 
standard. 

2. Replace all four tires utth 
radials. They will generally 
give three to five percent 
improvement in gas mileage 
in the city, and up to 10 per- 
ceat on the highway. When 
you buy anew car, specify 
radials. They last longer. 
4 ve better mileage. and 
often provide better steenng 
qualities. But, don't mbx 
radials with conventional 
tires — it cam be dangerous. 

3. Have whee!s property 
aliened. Improper wheel 
alignment can increase fuel 
use and cause unnecessary 
tire wear. A regular align- 
ment check is a good idea. 
Also. check the alignment 
after the wheels have had a 
jolt — from striking pot- 
holes. bumps, or curbs. 

4, Are your. brakes adjust- 
ed? Brakos that.drag or grab 

unevenly rob you of gaso- 
line, and can be dangerous. 
Be sure that the brakes both 
grip and release properly. 

§. Use gasoline of the proper 
octane rating. T.he owner's 
manual gives the gasoline 
octane rating and gasoline 
type recommended by the 
auto manufacturer. What 
you want is octane just high 
enough to prevent knocking. 

6. Check and change oil and 
oll filter at recommended inter- 
vals. Every time you add 
gasoline, check the oil. 
Dirty oil or a low oil level

For every additional 100 
pounds, mileage goes down 
as much as four-tenths of a 
mile per gallon. For safety’s 
sake, nevercarry acan of 
gasoline in the trunk. 

9 Have you had an engine 
tune-up recently? Do you need 
one? your engine ts hard to 
start, hesitates. sputters. 
idles roughly, of the like. you 
are losing mileage and 
should check its condition 
immediately. 

You may need toclean 
and adjust spark plugs and 
ignition points, replacing if 
necessary; check timing: 
and replace air and fuel filter 
elements. 

How much you will save 
on gasoline consumption 
will depend on the condition 
of your engine and how 
much you dnve in the course 
of a year, but savings could 
range upto 12 percenton 
your gasoline bills.

Unfortunately, this is an 
example of what is happen- 
ing all too frequently. The 
reason? The farmer never 
thought to ask for a certified

subject toa lien. “A bank, a 
finance company, a dealer, 
in effect any lender, may 
have loaned money on the 
security of things being 
offered for sale at the 
auction.

The next time you're at

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Peters’ greenhouses produce abundant vegetation

Peters’ Greenhouse lo- 
cated just north of Eldorado 
has come a long way in the 
past four years, and is ready 
to officially open for cus- 
tomers this Easter with 
another newly constructed 
greenhouse. Now, there are 
three greenhouses on the 
location owned and oper-~ 
ated by Gunter and Bridget 
Peters. 

The greenhouse opera- 
tion specializes in growing 
all varieties of vegetables 
ideal for local garden 
growers, 20 varicties of 
perennials, 55 varieties of 
spring bedding plants, plus 
ornamental grass.

Peters’ Greenhouse 
Highway 62, north of 
Eldorado, will be open for:

“Our real big sellers are 
the Patio Tomatoes. Some 
people buy four or five 
tomato plants in tubs and it 
produces enough tomatoes 


for them. They can keep the « 


plants until November, be- 
cause the beauty of it is -- 
people can bring them 
inside when it is cold,”’ says 
Gunter Peters. 

Peters says they are 
working seven days per 
week right now, because it 
is the middle of transplant- 
ing time which runs from 
january to June or July. He 
says they are transplanting 
from 7:a.m. to 4 p.m. every

‘Tough times for our farmers are continuing, says Federat 


Restructuring farm debts 
and greater government 
assistance is needed to keep 
Ontario farmers from going 
bankrupt, the Ontario Fed- 
eration of Agriculture 
(OFA) told the provincial 
government today. 


**The tough times for our 
farmers are. continuing. 
Every two and one half days 
another Ontario farmer goes 
bankrupt,"" OFA President 
Ralph Barrie said. He was 
presenting the Federation's 
pre-budget brief to Ontario 
Treasurer Frank Miller and 
Agriculture Minister Dennis 
Timbrell. 

The federation noted in 
its brief the ince has 
spent about $80 millich over 
the last three years in 
emergency assistance to 
farmers. However, the con- 


tinuing increase in farm 


bankruptcies shows this is 
not enough, Barrie said. In 
January there were 15 
bankruptcies compared to 
10 in January, 1982. 

‘Our farmers have been 
dealt a double blow. First it 
was high interest costs. 
Now it is low commodity 
prices. The combination has 
brought many farmers to 
their knees,"’ Barrie said. 
“Only government help can 
put many of those farmers 
back on their feet.” 

The OFA called for a 
sweeping program of bud- 
get changes to offer more 
assistance to the farming 
community. Specifically. 
the OFA wants:

Hung on racks 
above, are hanging baskets 
containing thick, healthy 
growths of such — plant 
varieties as Tahitian bridle 
veil; German, Swedish, and 
jacob's ivy; black-eyed 
susans; spider plants; veri- 
gatin spider plants; cas- 
cading impatients and 
coleous; and more.

houses, there is a total of 


4,500 flats containing 10° 


boxes in each flat. Inside 
each box grows from four to 
six plants. This means that 
inside the three = green- 
houses put together, there 
may be a total of 270,000 
young plants growing. 

The first greenhouse is 
kept at a minimum of 18 
Celcius (68 F) for plants 
which require more 
warmth, The temperatures 
in the other two green- 
houses could go as low as 10 
Celcius at night. Peters 
says the variation in tem- 
peratures are part of a 
“hardening off" 
which prepares the plants 
for eventual transplant out 
side 

“We only grow what we

“We sell wholesale as well

In addition to selling 


plants, the Peters also sell 


special pots, soil, and 
fertilizer 
“We do not use a_ soil 


mixture for growing here,” 
says Peters. ‘““We use a 
growing media 
which comes to us in big

out. That's essential for a 
clean, disease-free opera- 
tion." 


Peters says the growing 
mixture is composed of 
three-quarters peat 
and the rest vermiculite and 
perlite. 

“The mixture has all the 
essential trace elements and 
food for a week to two 
week's growth,” says 
Peters. ‘‘After that. we 
fertilize everything with 
plant food from once to 
twice per week during 
watering.” 

The greenhouses are con 
structed with a special 
double-layer plastic spread 
over the frames which 
inhibits ultraviolet rays. 
Peters says the film can 
withstand a lot of bad 
weather, even if there are 
rough storms. He 
says the greenhouse film 
lasts a minimum of two 
years, whereas normal plas- 
tic only lasts one season. 
Peters says normal glass is 
difficult, because a special 
film has to be applied to the

‘Each greenhouse has an 
alarm system which rings in 
the house (the Peters’ 
permanent residence) when 
it gets too cold inside one of 


the greenhouses,” says 
Peters 

“There are only two 
things important in the 
greenhouse, Peters ¢% 
plained. *‘To get heat in and 
get heat out....we must 
replenish the heat when 


there is no sun, and when 
the sun is out and it gets too 
hot, we must get rid of it 


quick!” 

The whole operation 
started in 1979 as a hobby 
when Peters built a small, 
makeshift greenhouse. The 
first greenhouse was mainly 
under the care of his wife, 
vhile Gunter worked full 
t.me as an alloy salesman 
for a large company. Even 
tually, Mrs. Peters began 
selling plants. Mr. Peters 
decided to “expand At the 
end of the third year, the 
greenhouse operation was a 
full-fledged business, util 


izing almost 5,000 square 
feet. This year, the opera: 
tion utilizes close to 10,000 
square feet. 

Mr. Peters says he only 
began working in the 
business with his wife 
full-time last May. He says 
he was laid-oft from his 
ob as a result of the rough 
sconomic times. However. 
he says, he was going to 
resign anyway, because the 
greenhouse business had 
become too much for his 
wife to handle alone. 

‘* Without my wife I would 
‘ye nothing,”’ says Peters 
‘Bridget is a tremendous 
worker." 

Peters says the business 
has been a success so far 
because they sell high 
quality plants at a reason 
able price 

“We have had a tremen 
dous response from Ban 
croft, Tweed, Marmora and 
surrounding areas — mostly 
through word of mouth,” 
says Peters 

In the future, all Peters 
plans is to "make a decent 
living,’ and if it warrants 1, 
build another greenhouse 

“Of it warrants it; FH put 
up another greenhouse, but 
I don’t want to get too big.” 
says Peters 


If one were planning to

The BNA Act 
1867. gave Canada’s federal

Since it is necessary, when 
creating a law, to know who 
the law applies to, the 
federal parliament set out a 
definition of “‘Indian’’ in the 
Indian Act.

Parliament cre- 
ated the concept of ‘‘stat- 
us’’ as an Indian. If you fit 
Ahe definition of an Indian in 
the Indian Act you had 
Status as an Indian.

A problem that has 


concerned native Canadians 
since the Indian Act was 
first passed is: who has, and 
who does not have, status as 
an Indian 

This problem arises for 
two reasons. First, the 
indian Act sets out several 
ways in which a status 
Indian can lose status. (For 
example, The Indian Act 
savs that when an Indian 
women marries a non: 
indian. she loses her status 
and her children may lose 
their status.) Secondly 
it has never been clear just 
who was included under the 
term “‘Indian’’ as it was 


used in the 1867 BNA Act. 


For example. in a court cage ‘s 


in 1939, the Supreme Court 
of Canada decided that Inuit 
people should be considered 
Indians. ‘“‘As a result of 
this decision, the Federal 
Parliament passed an a 
mendment to the Indian Act 
to say that Inuit were not 
included.} 

Does the Constitution 
change things for our native 
people? The answer is not 
clear. The problem lies in 
the wording of the Consti- 
tution Act, 1982 

The Constitution. Act, 
1982 introduces new words 
to refer to Canada’s original 
people. It ‘‘recognizes and 


affirms" that the ‘‘aborigin- 
al peoples of Canada” 
including “‘Indian, Inuit and 


Metis people’’ have: certain 
rights. But what rights does 
the Constitution Act say 
‘aboriginal people” 
Rave? Section $5 says their 
“existing aboriginal and 
treaty rights’’ are ‘‘recog- 
nized and affirmed” 

The wording used in the 
Constitution poses some 
real difficulties. First, what 
exactly are ‘‘aboriginal and 
treaty rights’? Our courts 
have never said what 


‘property rights, or rights to 


land and resources are 
included in aboriginal 
rights. Secondly, what 
rights arise from the treat- 
ies, and what do those 
rights mean today? For 
example, if a treaty promi- 
ses a “‘medicine chest"’ 


on the reserve set aside - does that mean. 


in today's 
terms, a promise of free 
hospitalization and ‘medical 
treatment? 

Third, the rights recog- 
nized by our constitution are 
the ‘“‘existing’’ aboriginal 
and treaty rights. Does this 
mean that if some of those 
rights were lost before our 


1982 Constitution re- 
cognized them, that they no 
longer “‘exist’’ and = are 


therefore not protected? 
There will also be quest- 


ions about whether the 
rights protected by the 
Constitution conflict with 


Federal laws, and what will 
happen if this: occurs. For 
example, an Indian woman 
who has lost her status 
under the Indian Act may be 
able to claim membership in 
her Band and 
property by claiming her 
rights under a treaty. 
Many of these and other 
questions should be ad 
dressed at the Constitution 
al Conference that the 
Prime Minister is obliged to 
call pursuant to section 37 of 
the Constitution Act. The 
conference is to identify and 
define the rights of the 
aboriginal peoples of Can 
addition to the 
Constitution. Representa 
tives of the aboriginal 
people will be there. The 
conference is called for 
March 15 and 16. The 
results of ‘the conference 
will fashion the relationship 
between Canada and her 
aboriginal peoples for an- 
other century. If the Prime 
Minister,” the provincial 
premiers and the aboriginal 
people fail to deal adequate- 
ly with the opportunity 
presented, section 54 of our 
Constitution Act on April

It 


New moose management 


program coming into effect 


By S. JONES - Environ: 
mental Biologist : 

Ontario is embarking 
upon a new moose manage- 
ment program. Starting in 
the fall of 1983 a selective 
harvest system will be in 
effect throughout Ontario 
moose range which is open 
to hunting. The selective 
system will attempt to shift 
the harvest pressure away 
from adult moose cows, to 
the adult bulls and calves. 
The desired harvest will 
consist of 50 percent adult 
bulls, 20 percent adult 
cows, and 30 percent calves. 
Too many cows and not 
enough calves were taken in 
past moose hunts. This ratio 
can now be altered for a 
particular management 
unit. For example, an 
increase in the herd size can 
be accomplished by decrea- 
sing the proportion of cows 
in the harvest. 

Anyone qualified to pur- 
chase a resident's hunting 
licence may obtain a licence 
to hunt moose and may take 
a calf moose in = any 
Provincial. wildlife manag- 
ement unit having an open 
moose season. Residents 
wishing to hunt bull, or cow 


moose, as well as calves. 
must apply in a computer 
draw for a validation tag 
for a bull, or a cow, but not 
both. A moose licence need 
not be purchased prior to 
applying for the draw 
Validation tags are good 
oly for the wildlife manag- 
ement unit for which they 
are issued. Archery hunters 
must also apply in this 
draw, and if issued a 
validation sticker for a bull, 
or a cow they should note 
that it is not valid for the 
gum season if not filled 
during the special archery 
season. 

An information package 
and application form for the 
computer draw has been 
mailed to all holders of a 
1982 resident moose licen- 
‘ce. If you did not purchase a 
moose licence last year, or 
did not receive an inform 
ation package in the mail, 
and you wish to apply for 
the draw, you may obtain 
the information package 
and application form from 
your nearest hunting licence 
issuer, or from your nearest 
Ministry of Natural Re-

The new selective harvest 
will result in the end of the 
shared harvest regulation- 
hunters will, once again, be 
permitted to hunt alone.

When 
you shoot your moose you 
must immediately affix your 
tag to the downed animal, 
and then you are finished 
hunting. You cannot contin- 
uc to hunt once you have 
used your tag.

TORONTO - The arrest of 
two farmers March 9, shows 
how desperate many farm 
ers have become for a 
solution ‘to the financial 
problems facing the farming 
community, the president of 
the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture (OFA) said to- 
day 


‘Hundreds of farmers 
_are walking a fine line 


between solvency and bank- 
ruptcy.’’ Ralph Barrie said. 
“Such desperate situations 
often lead to desperate men 
taking desperate actions.”’ 
Many farmers are facing 
bankruptcy because of large 
debt charges and low 
commodity prices. In the 
case of some comnfodities, 


- like corn, the farmer can't 


even sell his product for a 
price that covers the cost of 
growing it. 


highlights the problem, but 
doesn't solve it, Barrie said 
Rather than ‘going to jail, 
Ontario farmers should be 
working towards a more just 
system to protect 
rights and provide adequate 


farm 


financing. 

“We must strike a 
balance between legislated 
protection of farmers: rights 
and solely depending on th 


and solely depending on the 
goodwill of the farmer and 
his creditors. Today's solu 
tion -- to sell off farm assets 
and close down the opera 
tion just isn’t 
enought,”’ Barrie said. In 
some cases creditors have 
more say than the farmer 
and foreclose before the 
farmer has a chance to 
refinance. 

While new legislation is 
needed to protect farmers 
from arbitrary foreclosures, 
Barrie pointed out that any 
changes in the law must not 
interfere with normal farm- 
er-banker practices. 

Some farmers also need 
access to financial expertise 
and to have their rights 
explained to them. The 
OFA's Farm Financial Ad- 
visory Service (FFAS), 
which is now being set up, 
will satisfy these needs. 
**The FFAS will help. but 
it’s volutary. We still need
